The reason for this is that, in a | 


is greater incentive for men to go to 
the polls to vote. The political spirit 
is in the air and grips everybody 
more or less. In an offyear elec- 
tion, such as 1918, there are fewer 
candidates and less incentive, while 
in a special election such as this, 
there is only one candidate and even 
less inducement. There is no hulla- 
balos and excitement such as char- 
acterize a general campaign. 
While it is to be expected that the 
Republicans will contend they have 
won a victory if Milligan's majority 
is anything less ‘than — the usual 
2000, the Republicans will have won 
a victory of natiOnal and state im- 
portance only if Frost is elected, or 
if Milligan’s majority is proportion- 
ately less than when compared 


with the total number of votes cast | 


than was Alexander’s majority. in 
1918 when compared to the total 
vote in that election. 

Relying on Anti-League Fight. 

The Republicans are relying al- 
most entirely upon the campaign 
against the league of nations which 
they are conducting... Their leaders 
say their speakers are having re- 
markably large audiences and that 
enthusiasm is very high. They ex- 
pect that about 1000 voters of Irish 
birth or descent will either remain 
away from the polls or will vote for 
Frost. They also say that they do 
not believe that ex-service men will 
vote for Milligan merely because he 
was in the war. 

On the other hand the Democrats 
contend they can find virtually no 
dissatisfaction among Democrats 
with the Wilson administration, and 
that the Irish vote will go to Milli- 
gan just as it always has gone to 
the Democratic nominee. They say 
that they have found a most wide- 
spread objection to Frost because of 
his affiliation with Morse, who is 
not popular with the Progressives, 
who polled a total of 7221 votes in 
the district for Roosevelt in 1912, a 
total which almost exactly equaled 
the Republican loss that year, indi- 
cating that nearly < tgeg Progres- 
sives were Republi s. 

Managers of Frost's campaign, 
realizing that there was a danger of 
a considerable portion of this vote 
staying at home or voting for Milli- 
gan, have directed particular atten- 
tion to the Progressives, their prin- 
cipal speakers having been Senator 
Hiram Johnson of California and 
Arthur M. Hyde of Trenton, both of 
whom were Progressives, and both 
of whom are now seeking Office, 
Johnson the presidency and Hyde 
the governorship of Missouri, as 
regular Republicans. How effective 
they have been remains to be seen. 


Both Have Had Difficulties. 


While the Republicans have had 
their difficulties in Morse, the Dem- 
ocrats have had theirs in Senator 
James A. Reed, who in past years 
has been popular with the Demo- 
eratic voters in the Third District. 
He has a personal following there, 
and it is hardly to be dou®Sted that 
his unrelenting opposition to Presi- 
dent Wilson and to the league of na- 
tions has had some effect. Thous- 
ands af Reed's anti-Wilson speeches 
and anti-league speeches have been

I determined to become a Jean Jaures—-a Eugene 
Vv. Debs—a Bill Haywoosd—a glamorous leader 
of revolution. 

There was another youth in St. Louis at that 
time, some two years older than myself—John 
Gabriel Soltis. Socialism had come to Soltis also 
in a law school. We met in the “local,’”” and 
the first night we formed an alliance. We 
burned with great plans and we shrieked at the 
stodgy old ‘“‘comrades” in the party who seemed 
so hopelessly stupid and inert. 

I can see Soltis now—a shaggy-headed, boyish 
figure, mounted on a platform in the little 5So- 
clalist hall, screaming at an audience of a dozen 
drowsy figures, shaking his arms wildly as he 
entreated them, “in the name of suffering hu- 
manity,’’ to support the Socialist Tribune. For 
we had started a paper! The Socialist Tribune 
was the joint product of our plannings. Every 
week we poured into it florid Varney-and-Soltis- 
isms. To pay the bills we entered the working 
class—Soltis in a restaurant and I in a machine 
shop. I can remember the soft, affectionate tone 
that used to creep into Soltis’ voice as he 
mouthed the magic name—Socialist Tribune. 
And I suppose that my voice shivered, too. 


Haywood’s Coming an Event. 

The coming of Bill Haywood was an event for 
both Soltis and I. For “Bill” was coming to us 
from the St. Lawrence strike. He was coming 
to us from spectacular, vivid scenes which we 
had followed breathlessly in the newspapers. St. 
Louis is off from the beaten track of revolution- 
ary incident, and the coming of Haywood was 
like a breath from hot. furious mill towns; from 
wild, battling camps; from polyglot steel towns, 
and from ocean docks, astir with industrial 
revolt. 

Soltis was very learned that evening as we sat 
in front of the attic feast and drew out the 
rich fund. of tales which Haywood brought us. 
He assailed “Big Bill” with ponderous ques- 
tions couched in deadly polysyllables. But I was 
strangely silent. I was listening to the leader 
and his talk of the I. W. W. I sat in the back- 
ground with a new thought stirring in my mind.

For months already I had been howl- 
ing for “sterner chords and wilder music” in 
my Socialist Tribune. I had been groping for 
something ‘“‘redder.” Should I abandon the po- 
litical party and throw myself into the frankly 


revolutionary group? 


After the gathering dispersed I got Haywood 
alone. Diffidently I put the question: “Shall 
I join the Il. W. W.?”" 

And, peculiarly enough, Haywood answered 
“No.”’ I remember the amused light that came 
into his one eye as he heard me out. 

“The I. W. W. is composed of a different kind 
of fellows than you,”’ he explained to me. “You 
only help the I. W. W. a great deal from the out- 
side. But don’t join it. You won't fit in.” 

But. nevertheless, I joined it. A few days 
later I climbed three dingy flights of stairs in 
an old warehouse building and found the St. 
Louls IT. W. W. headquarters. I came out with 
a red card in my pocket. 

I have carried that card ever since. Through 
lights and shades of adventure that have eclipsed 
the maddest melodramas of fiction, I have glori- 
fied in my I. W. W. card. Seven years of strike 
leading. seven years of delirious speech making, 
seven years of lecturing. of writing an@ of tire- 
less journeyings through emotion-heated labor 
fights! So I have lived since that first night. 

But now the fire has begun to cool. And as 
I look back to the beginning I am able to realize 
that Haywood was right. I shouldn't have joined 
the I. W. W. I didn't belong there. I came into 
the I. W. W. emotion-driven, and I have re- 
mained there through these seven years because 
the glamour of its battles gripped me like a mag- 
netic spell. The I. W. W. is a boys’ organization. 
It comes to you, as it came to me—tfull of the 
tempest and the throbbings of idealism. But

Subjects, Native of Missouri 


AROLD LORD VARNEY has re- 
H conus been a resident of Chicago, 

where he has been actively identi- 
fied with the local I. W. W. organization. 
He is best known to the radical elements 
through his writings on radical subjects. 
In recent months virtually his entire rev- 
enue éonsisted of returns from the sale 
of his novel, ‘“‘Revolt,” published in New 
York. 

He is a native of Missouri and is about 
35 years of age. Part of his education 
was obtained at Missouri University. He 
left Missouri eight years ago and went to 
New York, where he earned his liveli- 
hood by contributing to labor publica- 
tions and by writing a book on Syndical- 
ism, which had a very limited circulation. 

In the summer of 1917 he became iden- 
tified with the People’s Council for Peace 
and Democracy, which was organized at 
that time in Chicago after several at- 
tempts to hold meetings in other North- 
ern cities had failed. The Chicago meet- 
ing was held under permission of Mayor 
Thompson of that city, despite orders 
from Gov. Lowden of Lllinoig to prevent 
it. 

Early in December, 1917, Varney came 
to St. Louls as an orgahizer for the Peo- 
ple’s Council and for a time was located 
in the office of the St. Louls Branch in 
the Commercial! Building, Sixth and Olive 
streets. arly in 1918 the local branch 
disbanded and Varney went to Chicago, 
where he joined the I. W. W. organiza- 
tion.

when the ideals cool into doubt, the glamour tar- 
nishes away. 

A few weeks ago I was holding one of the 
highest offices in the I. W. W. I had slowly 
mountéd up in the movement until I was at 
last one of its national leaders and [FF sat with 
Haywood in its national councils. I had made 
a very definite place for myself in the I. W. W. 
I was the writer and interpreter of the move- 
ment. Two of my books were used at textbooks 
by the organization. I had written a history of 
the I. W. W. and I had delved out my material 
from every nook and cranny of I. W. W. incident. 
I was the foremost lecturer of the Il. W. W., trav- 
eling constantly to fill ever-increasing dates. I 
got on the inside. I got to know the I. W. W. 
with all the intimacy that comes to the man 
who is at the head. My life was choked with 
its responsibilities. 


I am writing this paper to explain why I left 
the I. W. W. I am going to try to put my reasons 
before the public. And these reasons are all in- 
tellectual reasons. I did not leave the I. W. W.— 
as I entered it—led by another.emotional flare. 
Emotionally, I would have remained with it. 
There were my friends, my comrades of fights 
and thrills and dangers; there were the faith- 
ful ones who had loved and trusted me through 
the years; there were the memories, which w il] 
ever be sweet to me with the witchery of my 
youth. Certainly, for emotional . people, the I. 
W. W.s will always be more attractive than the 
existing orders. Whatever virtues the present 
system may have, it has not got the emotional 
pull which is found in the ideals of revolution 

The capitalist system of society’can never be 
so alluring to youth as the dream of commun- 
ism, or the apocalyptic vision of Utopia. Exist- 
ing orders are always based on logic, and logic is 
cold and thin. But revolutionary programs flow 
from the emotions and emotional movements are 
magnetic and rich with fascination. It is only 
when the young begin to turn—as I have turned 
—from their emotions to their reason that they 
right themselves and become reconciled to the 
existing order. The I. W. W. mind is a viciou 
circle, and one goes round and round and neve! 
escapes until he frees himself from unreasonin: 
sentimentality. But when one begins to think 
the I. W. W. faith turns to ashes in his mind 

The chief reason which has weakened my ! 
W. W. faith has been the knowledge that th: 
I. W. W. is not the uncompromising revolutionis* 
which it claims to be. I have been struck by 
the unbelievable disparity between its radical! 
public utterances and its weak, compromising 
inner self. 


“Paralyzed by Contradiction.” 


I have long been conscious of the fact that 
my I. W. W. isn’t what it seems. Of course, I 
couldn't have guessed this when I joined. Only 
by climbing to the top and surveying the welter- 
ing ‘field of its national membership, could I 
convince myself that the I. W. W. has no historic 
destiny; that it is only another of those doomed 
organizations which have the seeds of their own 
destruction planted in their heart. The I. W. W. 
is parglyzed by a contradiction which guts every 
limb of ita’ organization. 

The contradiction lies in this: For propa- 
gandist purposes, the I. W. W. represents itself 
as a great, flaming revolutionary program, in- 
stinct with an unspotted idealism, voicing the 
urges of the entire working class. It scorns the 
short cuts of politics and political opportunism. 
It is sonorous withthe phrases of communism. 
It assumes the form of labor unlon——-not be- 
cause it is Interested In everyday demands—but 
because unionism gives it the most elastic form 
in which to penetrate industry and prepare for 
the real revolution. 

But the actual I. W. W. realizes noge of these 
lofty aims. It is not revolutionary, and it is 
not an expression of the whole working class. 
The I. W. W. has sunk into a paltering, hesitat- 
ing mass union of laborers, confined to four in- 
dustries and reflecting the spirit—not of labor 
, but of the lumberjack, the miner, the “gaudy 
dancer” and the harvest “stiff.’’ Outwardly, 
the I. W. W. is a great barrage of revolutionary 
phrases to excite and attract the emotional. But 
in its inner circles the stress is laid, not upon 
destroying capitalism, but upon destroying the 
A. F. of L.; not upon building a new system, but 
upon building a new union; not upon getting 
job ownership, but upon getting “feb “control.”

tradictory. And that is just the point. The real 
I. W. W. is contradictory. That is the fatal thing 
which makes all I. W. W. hopes shrivel into futil- 
ity when we analyze them. 

It is the dress parade I. W. W. which attracts 
the young, as it attracted me. Every year thou- 
sands of idealists throw themselves into the L. 
W. W. to find avenue to their dreams of a new 
society. And the I. W. W. either disillusions 
them, or else it loads them down with tasks, as

Members Deceived, He Says. 


I don’t mean to suggest that the average lI. 
Ww. W. man is aware of, this truth. On the con- 
trary, even the leaders of the I. W. W.—a few 
blase old timers like Bill Haywood excepted— 
are religiously convinced that in building up 
the I. W. W. they are fighting a social revolu- 
tion. “We are building the structure of a new 
society within the shell of the old,” they quote 
glibly from their preamble. They feel that every 
increment to the I. W. W. means a weakening to 
capitalism. I believed it myself until I began 
to analyze the human material that we had in 
the I. W. W.; then I realized sickly that the 
faster we grew the further we drifted from our 
revolutionary aim. 

And the cause is this: The masses of this 
country are not revolutionary. They are not in- 
terested in revolution. They are loyal to Ameri- 
ca and to its institutions of government. And 
it is the masses who are the field from which 
the I. W. W. must necessarily glean its recruits. 

In order to put across their sweeping pro- 
gram the I. W. W. must have numbers. 
theory of the I. W. W. is to overthrow capitalism 
by organizing all the workers, in all the indus- 
tries, into a One Big Union. They do not, 
the Bolsheviki, plan a minority dictatorship. 
They do not, like the French Syndicalists, trust 
a “military minority.” They must have all. 
Their theory stands or falls upon this point. But 
how can they rally all the workers to revolu- 
tion, when hardly a handful of these workers 
are interested in revolution? Here has been 
the “‘poser’’ which the I. W. W. has always faced. 
Can one bring revolution to a people who do not 
want it? The working class of America are in- 
terested in jazz and baseball and Billy Sunday. 
The working class of America pray to God and 
venerate the traditions of Washington and Lin- 
coln. ‘The working class own Liberty Bonds and 
vote for Woodrow Wilson. 

The mountain of American labor did not come 
to the Mahomet of I. W. W.ism, when the Hay- 
woods and the St. Johns launched their One 
Big Union. And so the I. W. W.—perhaps un- 
conscious to itself—has gone to the mountain. 
The T. W. W. couldn't make labor revolutionary. 
Rut labor has made the I. W. W. conservative. 

In fact, none of the big battles of the I. W. W. 
have even remotely suggested any revolutionary 
aim. They have all been accidents of oppor- 
‘unism. The I. W. W. fought in Lawrence—not 
‘or revolution, but for a 10 per cent increase in 
say. The I. W. W. in Paterson merely voiced 
‘n eight-hour-day spirit. The I. W. W. at Ever- 
tt fought and died in order to make speeches on 
he streets. The I. W. W. at Wheatland struck 
‘or moral victories. The Butte, Bisbee, the 
Mesaba Range struggles were but battles over 
wages. The I. W. W. pulled out 75,000 lumber- 
iacks in 1917 by howling against the system of 
earrying blankets. 

Wherever the I. W. W. has grown it has grown 
by tabooing the talk of revolution. Wherever 
the I. W. W. has gained members they have done 
so by the same nrethods which the A. F. of L. 
itself might have used. But wherever the I. 
W. W. has attempted to advocate a program ofa 
new society there its very roots have been ex- 
terminated by the hostility of the workers whom 
they seem to organize. 


And so the recruits to the I. W. W. are in 
the main conservative workers. Some of them 
become impregnated with [. W. W. principles. 


But very few. For the most part, they come in 
solely to build up a labor union, and they turn 
indifferently from this talk of revolution. And 
they. in turn, gradually leaven the I. W. W. to- 
ward attitudes yet more conservative. To gain 
these members in the first place the Il. W. W. 
must assume a more conservative pose. And to 
hold these members, after they have been gained, 
the pose must be kept up. 


Drifts Into Opportunism. 

More and more then, as it thrives. the Il. W. W. 
drifts into opportunism and fails in {ts original 
ideal. More and more these policies react upon 
the I. W. W. leaders, themselve’ and palsy their 
dreams. 

It was the realization of this impossible ism 
in the I. W. W. program which destroyed my 
original faith. For years I had stormed up and 
down the platform of the country, caliing the 
workers to revolutionary unionism. And yet, 
only when I talked of immediate demands did 
the workers seem to answer. 

What the I. W. W. really has done has been to 
organize several thousand workers in each of 
our industries—lumber, copper, mining. agricul- 
ture and camp construction. It has not gained 
job control In any of them. It has been too revo- 
lutionary to be a success as a union; it has been

One hundred years ago Sidney Smith warned the 
American people that the consequences of a people's 
desire for military glory are “taxes upon every article 
which enters into the mouth, or covers the back, or 
is placed under foot—taxes upon everything which 
it is pleasant to see, hear, feel, smell or taste—taxes 
on everything on earth, and the waters under the 
earth.”’ 

We have not yet developed a fondness for martial 
glory, nor have we gone into any scheme of military 
conquest. We have only helped to win a tremendous 
war in defense of our own rights and for the salva- 
tion of democracy, but the curse of crushing taxation 
lies heavy on our backs. 

There are taxes on the clothes and shoes we wear 
and the food we eat; taxes on perfumery, candy, 
drugs, beverages; taxes on music, drama and movies;

Much of it has been 
assessed more than it is worth in the market. Rural 
realty has been assessed from one-half to one-fifth of 
its value. !

EDITORIAL 


Only Ninety-Five Years 
Ago the First Sunday News- 
paper Was Published in the 
United States. 


Yes, in the year 1825 ‘‘The Sunday 
Courier’? was published in New York 
City, but was soon after discontinued, 
however, for want of patronage. 

About the same time the first railroad 

was started in the United/States; the 
first locomotive was brought over froth 
England. 
The Cost of Living then was lower 
than now, with butter selling at 9 cents 
a pound, Virginia hams at 10 cents a 
pound and the fine port or sherry wine 
at $1.50 per gallon. 

Furriture then was also less costly; 
a plain bedroom suite made of solid wal- 
nut, four pieces, consisting of bureau, 
bed, chiffonier and washstand, sold for 
$35. 

Now a similar veneered walnut four- 
piece bedroom suite sells for $245, which 
is seven times more costly.

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Edwin Booth’s belief that his brother was living, long after the assassi- 
nation of the Civil War President, had its origin in a prank played 

on the actor in London by a man who startlingly resembled John 

Wilkes Booth—Facts now made public by widow of man who did it

HY did Edwin Booth believe that his 
brother, John Wilkes Booth Was 
living long after Boston Corbett was 
supposed to have shot him dead in 
the flames at Garrett's barn? 

The great actor, it seems, thought 
he had seen his brother alive in 
Europe. This uncertainty never cleared. Practically 
to the present day this doubt of Edwin Booth's has 
given credence to the ever-increasing mystery that sur- 
rounded the death of that last flaming spirit of the 
rebellion. Double after double has arisen with ghostly 
claim; now the dried mummy of a suicide in Okla- 
homa, preserved on an office shelf for the gaze of the 
curious; now the pastor of a Virginia church, secretly 
believed by his congregation to be the disguised Wilkes 
Booth. 

Edwin Booth was misled by a practical joke. After 
years, the story of the striking resemblance between 
William C. Allen, a heroic young officer of the Union 
army and the unfortunate Wilkes Booth, is revealed. 
It is indeed a dramatic twist of circumstances that 
caused one of the very men who trapped Wilkes Booth 
in the burning barn, and may have fired the shot that 
killed him, to draw the curtain of mystery around bis 
death and burial by a piece of startling mimicry. 


They had told me that the widow of William Allen 
was still alive, that she was a woman to whom the life 
of Abraham Lincoln was a vision and an inspiration. 
And that she had held in her heart for years certain 
secrets concerning the death of the man who had 
brought her “beloved President’ from living glory to 
sudden martyrdom. 

When J made a pilgrimage to Long Island, therefore, 
on a snowy, blustery day, I expected to find a gentie 
old lady with a fondness for silk caps, sitting by the 
fire, perhaps knitting, or perhaps simply dreaming of 
Lincoln and the dashing young soldier ‘husband who 
had known him so well. 


The house, as I waded up to it through paths cov- 
ered with light snow, fitted perfectly into the Lincoln 
story. It was white and long, with lines like a Vermont 
farmhouse, and enough of a yard to fool me into think- 
ing it really was New England. The front porch was 
colonial, with eomfortable seats built in at each side, 
and a good old colonial door. | knocked. Here I 
would find my sweet, near-sighted, gentle lady, with 
her faint, quéer perfumes, her soft voice, and her 
quiet stories about “Old Abe.” 

A bustling, middle-aged woman came toward me 
down the winding stairway. Her hair was only just 
beginning to appear gray. She was vividly brisk and 
cheerful. True, she wore black silk, but the cut was 
by no means of a past century. 

“Did Mrs. Allen expect me?’ I asked, looking into 
the bright room beyond, with its old-fashioned furni- 
ture and its quaint hangings. 

And then: “She was expecting me, I think.” 

A little, gay laugh, and she lead me to a comfortable 
chair. 

“Sit there, please do.” 
Her eyes were mischievous. 


“You thought I'd be older, didn't you? Confess! 
You pictured me as a crinkly old woman, clicking out 
my last hours on a pair of huge knitting needles. ‘Well, 
here I am!” 

“But,” I protested, “your husband was a Lieutenant 
in the Civil War, wasn't he?” 

“He was,” she agreed. “He served through the war; 
enlisted as a private and was promoted to be a Lieu- 
tenant on Gen. Rigget’s staff. They earned their pro- 
motions in those days, too,” she added, with a little 
toss of her head. 

“After that, he was detailed for special secret service 
work in Washington. He was close to Gen. Grant, 
knew him well, and he knew and loved Lincoln. 


“Its an old story for me to tell you of Lincoln's 
kindliness and greatness. Every good American learns 
those things in kindergarten days; but I'd like very 
much to tell you my husband's part in the events that 
happened after that tragic Good Friday in 1865 when 
Lincoln was shot. I want to clear away all the mis- 
understandings and the mystery about the death of 
Wilkes Booth!”

Evidently, William Allen was a bril- 
liant, bold, impetueus, fearless enlisted 
man, and later an intrepid officer.

He had given his harse to 
the General, and suffered wounds and 
imprisonment as a result. Gallant, ready 
to do or to suffer on the chances of the 
moment, talented, imaginative, it is not 
hard to understand later events. 

Years later, when William Allen was a

“Finally, with aid from his accomplices, he managed 
to. cross the Petomac, and with his swollen leg in a 
pitiable condition, got as far as the Garrett farm at 
Bowling Green, Va. . 

“That day im Washington a detachment of the Six- 
teenth New York Infantry had received orders’ to 
search the coumtryside for Booth and his confederates. 
They located him, surrounded the barn, touched a 
spark to the bay, and set fire to the structure. You 
know how quiekly flames leap through dry haystuffs! 


“The excited posse stood outside waiting. Orders, 
some say, were given not to fire: but as the head and 
face of Booth were silhouetted against the whirling 
red within, almost at the same instant came the sound 
of several shots.”’

“Some say that it was Boston Corbett who fired the 
shot that killed Booth. They say that he afterward 
went insane; but the truth is, I believe, that no one 
knows who fired the shot.

He was there when the barn was 
in flames. He, too, fired! Yes, no one knows who it 


was that executed Wilkes Booth!

They dug up the body, his relatives 
thought they recognized it, and it was taken to the 
family cemetery of the Booths in Baltimore. 


“The next thing ['m going to tell you has always 
seemed a little odd to me. It was one of those strange 
things that ome does on the impulse of a mad moment 
or the dare of a thoughtless friend. Perhaps my 
husband was led on by the mere deviltry of it to play 
the trick that fed the rumer that Wilkes Booth was 
still living in Burope and mystified two continents.

“My husband had been in Europe,’ Mrs. Allen went 
on, “for several months. This was some years later. 
He and a party of friends had gone to see the great 
Edwin Booth in one of Shakspeare’s plays.

river steamer up the Hudson, the destruction 
of the Sultana in the early morning of April 27, 
1865, with the loss of from 1200 to 1500 lives, 
mostly soldiers returning from Confederate prisons, 
bids ftair to retain first position with respect 


to frightfulness in the annals of inland navigation 
There have been ocean disasters, such as the Titanic, 
Lusitania and some of the larger transports sunk by 
the German undersea boats in the world’s war, where 
the loss of life exceeded the grewsome record of the 
Sultana, but they were all ocean vessels and not built 
for the winding courses of inland streams. 

The Sultana, which has been called to mind by the 
washing away of tons of sand and silt that had con- 
cealed its mangled and charred bulk for more than 
half a century, will probably be spoken of by river- 
men as long as boats are operated on the rivers of the 
country In comparison with its tragic history, all 
the other calamities of the rivers appear indeed insiz- 
nificant. From the Gulf of Mexico. to the headwaters 
of the “Father of Waters” the story of the Sultana 
has been kept alive from one generation of rivermen to 
another, and it has been told and retold on the Ohio, 
Hfudson, Tennessee, Missouri and all the other naviga- 
ble waterways of the country. , Thus, when. the water 
logged fragment of hull was disclosed to view by the 
changing current above Memphis, older river habitiues 
assumed a serious. mien, shook their heads and said 
it was part of the craft that snuffed out more lives 
in a shorter space of time than any other boat that 
ever went out of existence via the explosion and flame 
route, or in any other way. The character of the tim- 
bers shown and the condition of the hulk left no doubt 
in their minds of the identity. 

When the boilers of the ill-starred Sultana ripped 
out their awful blast of death about 2 o'clock that 
morning, the boat was loaded with a human cargo 
that taxed every inch of her space, even though she 
was considered one of the largest of the Mississippi 
craft of her day. The staterooms, cabins, holds and 
decks were literally packed with soldiers who had 
just escaped the horrors of Andersonville, Ga., and 
other prison pens of the South and were progressing 
in the direction of St. Louis, where they were to be 
demobilized and sent to their respective homes. A 
great majority of their number had been serving with 
Indiana and Ohio regiments, though there was a fairly 
large representation from Missouri and Illinois. Ac- 
cording to the Government reports there were 1986 
Federal soldiers and 35 officers released from the war 
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Hull of ill-starred steamer, Sultana, which blew up nearly 55 
years ago with more than 2000 Federal soldiers aboard, 
works out of its grave of sand and silt—Loss of life never 
determined but estimates ran as high as 1500 — Victims 
had just been released from Confederate prisons at Ander- 
sonville and elsewhere, and were on their way home when 
the boilers of overcrowded boat exploded with awful con-

prisons at Andersonville, Ga., and Catawba, Ala., and 
ordered to wait at Vicksburg for a boat or boats that 
would convey the party to St. Louis. Many of these 
men were sick and feeble and they all looked joyfully 
ahead to the coming of the steamer that was to help 
them to their various homes. 

The Sultana in time came along on her voyage 
from New Orleans with about 30 cabin passengers and 
a crew of some 80 hands. She was in trouble whgn 
she steamed into the Vicksburg dock, but her master, 
Capt. J. C. Mason, did not seem to be particularly per- 
turbed. He said something about the boilers leaking 
badly and when the steamer was berthed he hunted 
up boilermakers, who brought sheets of steel and 
heavy tools, and worked earnestly for several days 
placing patches over the cracks which had been leak- 
ing steam and hot water all the way up from New 
Orleans. The repairs completed, the army of released 
prisoners piled aboard, and as there no other 
steamer available, it was decided to take everybody. 
When they were marched aboard they crowded every 
part of the boat, leaving scarcely enough room for the 
officers and crew to move about in the performance 
of their duties. 

Memphis was reached in time, though the progress 
upstream with such a heavy cargo was difficult and 
labored. The fires were crowded at all times, as the 
boilers continued to leak and cause trouble. Minor 
repairs were made at the Tennessee port and the hold 
was filled with coal and wood, crowding many of the 
returning soldiers to the decks, which were alread, 
overtaxed. Along about midnight, April 26, the Sul 
tana blew a shrill blast on her siren and swung out 
from the Memphis wharf, the thousand or more sol- 
diers huddled on the decks letting out a farewell shout 
to the crowd assembled to see the packed steamer 
effect her clearance. 

There was apparent trouble right from the start, as 
the boat made headway with the greatest difficulty. 
At the time of the explosion she was scarcely 12 miles 
upstream. About 3 o'clock, just as the craft was 
abreast Fogleman’s Landing, on the Arkansas shore, 
there was a flash and then a dee), reverberating roar 
that was heard by planters for miles back from the 
river. Hundreds of soldiers were scaided to death 
where they lay on the boards, and many hundreds 
were carried by the great uplifting force high 
in the air and dropped into the swollen, chilling 
stream. 

When this disaster occurred the country

1500 returning war prisoners. 


veritable frenzy over the assassination 
of President Lincoln, which had taken 
place just two weeks before. Posses 
were in pursuit of suspects and there 
was another chase in progress that 
was getting close to Jefferson Davis 
and other leaders in the Confederacy. 
Though Lee had surrendered just five 
days preceding the assassination, some 
of the Confederate commands were 
still in the field in battle formation 
and confusion was prevalent in many 
parts of the country. This explains 
why the Government was so slow 
about going into an investigation of 
the greatest river calamity in history. An inquiry was 
held at Memphis, but nothing definite was established 
that would sustain the first theory that the boat had 
been blown up with powder mixed with the fuel 
shipped at Memphis. 

Hundreds were picked up from the water by the 
steamer Bostona, which came down the river just 45 
minutes after the explosion. This steamer stood by 
the burning Sultana until after daylight and picked 
up more than 200 persons: but many of these were 
so badly sealded that they died before they could be 
unloaded at the Memphis hospitals. Scores of 
Others managed, by clinging to wreckage and swim- 
ming, to reach the banks where small boats taken 
from the Bostona’s davits conveyed them to Memphis. 
For days and days bodies were Washed ashore, from 
l‘ogleman’s Landing to points hundreds of miles be- 
low Memphis. The exact number of. fatalities was 
never made known and the conjectures ran all the 
way from 1200 to 1500: some even higher. In addi- 
tion to the soldiers there were some first cabin pas- 
sengers, including a few women and children and a 
crew of 80 or more. But few of the dead could be iden- 
tified, as the soldiers threw off their clothing to facill- 
tate swimming in the swift current. One of the first 
of the victims taken out of the water had clutched in 
his hand a slip of paper containing the simple an- 
nouncement that he was William Cruddes of the First 
Vermont Cavalry. He had scribbled this means of 
identification before he made his plunge overboard, 

Perhaps the most lucid account of the tragedy was 
that given by Congressman W. S. Snow of Arkansas 
who was one of the cabin passengers aboard the steam- 
er. He said that he was almost thrown out of his 
berth by a rumbling shock that felt .like an earth- 
quake. He dressed himself and when he stepped out 
of his room discovered that part of the boat, including 
the pilot house, had been blown away. 
smoke and then saw that the boat was burning in 
several places. When he went to the edge to jump 
overboard he saw so many persons struggling in the 
icy water that he was afraid he would strike some of 
them, so he walked to the other side and made his 
leap in the Arkansas direction. By swimming and 
supporting himself on floating timbers he managed to 
get ashore. 

The Sultana, it developed in the inquiry, was load- 
ed far beyond her carrying capacity. The deck, which 
was built for 300, had more than 1000 wedged within

other activity have there been so numerots examples

of adolescent virtuosity as in music, and the rule has 
been, especially with the creators, that the early mani- 
featation has grown into full fruition. 

When John Kessler, 15 years old, student of Soldan 
High School, composer and accomplished pianist, was 
a child of 5 his mother took him to a song service at 
a church where she was a member of the choir. On 
the .program was Handel’s “Largo,” one of the most 
beautiful melodies ever written. During its perform- 
ance the child sat absorbed, and there Was an expres- 


‘gion in his face as though he had repeived a revela- 


tion. 
At the close of the service the boy showed the great- 


_ est interest in what he had heard, and wanted to know 


. what it was and all about it. 


_ 


What was the name of 
the piece, who had had written it, was it new or 
old, who was George Frederick Handel, where and 
when did he live and what else did he write? 
These were some of the questions asked be- 
tween efforts to hum and sing the haunting 
melody. 

Hardly had the child reached home when he 
rushed to the piano and, to the astonishmeut 
of his parents, picred out with his small 
fingers all the chords in the “Largo.” This 
was the first manifestation of the marvelous 
musical gift possessed by the future composer, 
and needless to say the delight of his father 
and mother, both musicians, knew no »ounds. 

From that time forward the remarkable 
natural talent has been unfolding in varied 
and interesting forms. The most striking of 
these is the boy’s sense of absolute pitch. 
With astonishing accuracy he can, upvon hear- 
ing any combination of chords played, tell 
what key it is in, and name the individual 
notes included in it. His discernment in this 
particular is as keen as that of musicians who 
have devoted years to perfecting themselves 
in analyzing sound. 

In addition to ability to recognize and re- 
produce combinations of notes, his brain origi- 
nates endles& combinations and sequences, 
which of late he has commenced to put into 
compositions of high musical value. There 
is originality and evidence of tremendous 
latent talent in the first numbers of his first 


opus. This opus has to date reached only its 
sixth finished piece, but each is of distinct 
merit. There is a requiem, which has had suc- 


cessful public performance; a lively and en- 
gaging scherzo, and between these extremes 
a prelude. All are written for the piano. 

As a performer on the pianoforte the youth- 
ful musician shows considerble promise. Already he 
has mastered many difficulties of technique, and seems 
determined to learn all there is to know of the in- 
strument which must aid him in composing. Sin- 
gularly enough, he has had no lessons outside of his 
home in playing or composition, his father and 
mother being his sole tutors in those departments 
up to this time. At the high school he has studied har- 
mony with William John Hall. 

Vernor E. Henshie, organist and ee master at 
the Pilgrim Congregational Church, had shown to him 
the requiem which the child composed, and was so 
impressed with it that he asked permission to play 
it at a special church ‘service. This he did from the 
original MMS., and at the. close of the service mem- 
bers of the congregation and choir made inquiry as 
to what the piece was and who had composed it, they 
being struck with its originality and beauty. 

This home schooling, however, has been of a sort 
best calculated to keep pace with the boy's mental de- 
velopment. There has been no disposition to push or 
force growth. Effort has been put forth to promote 
study and work through a love for it, and not as a 
discipline or heavy task. It is an important thing to 
nurse along the natural growth of genius, as of plant 
life, for too intensive cultivation results often in dis- 
appointment. 

Dr. and Mrs. J. J. Kessler, the parents of John, 
live at 5551 Cates avenue. Both have sung in church 
choirs for many years, and Mrs. Kessler, in addition, is 
well versed in instrumental music, having taught 
piano as a profession. She has taken over the task 
of teaChing her son theory, composition and technique, 
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while Dr. Kessler is preceptor in the department of ex- 
pression and kindred tonics. 

But there has been very little instruction needed in 
the branch of cdOmposition. The young student has 
gone forward himself in this direction, working out 
the problems of setting his musical thoughts in writ- 
ten form with but little aid or guidance. Sometimes 
he is obliged to ask help on knotty points, but these 
are -relatively few, and his finished MMS. are clean, 
clear and neat as those of a composer well into his 
tenth or fifteenth opus. 

Only in a general way do the parents seek to in- 
fluence their son's taste in music. His own bent and 
choice is given virtually full sway. Of the older mas- 
ters, his favorite is Beethoven, and he mentioned a 
love for Chopin and Lizst, but of all composers the 
one he likes best is the American, Edward A. Mac- 
Dowell. Hé has studied many of his works and finds

in them a more congenial atmosphere and greater 
spiration than in the more classical writers of 
earlier period. 

Speaking of her son's future musical education, Mrs. 
Kessler frankly confessed that she and her husband 
were beset with doubts. Genius is not to be dealt 
with as one deals with the rearing of an ordinary 
child. As to the development as far as it has gone, 
both parents are well pleased and satisfied, especially 
in recent weeks, during which the boy has shown a 
much greater disposition to study than heretofore. 


“We want John to get the very best education and 
training possible,’ said Mrs. Kessler, “but at the same 
time are fearful that too strenuous schooling tay 
stultify his originality and hold down spontaniety. 
Oi course, he must acquire a full enough knowledge 
of technique to enable him to objectify properly his 
musical ideas, but we do not want his style to be 
warped or hedged by any particular school or method. 
The bane of many composers now is sophistication. 
The men whose works have lasted were usually those 
who made their own methods and followed their own 
inclinations and inspiration.” 


Mrs. Kessler explained that John for a number of 
years was in extremely delicate health, which fact 
has made it necessary to proceed slowly and with ut- 
most caution. His weakened physical condition was 
due to an unfortunate accident. When eight years 


ili-

cid he was out playing with boys in the neighborhood, 
A wagon passed 
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and the boys jumped on the back of it. 
John was pushed against the wheel, 
his leg becoming entangled in the 
spokes and terribly wrenched and 
broken. 

For days it was thought he would 
never be able to walk again, and of the 
eight doctors in attendance, all save 
one favored amputating the limb. The 
one, however, carried the day, and after 
a while the bone began to knit, and by 
aid of youth and care the injury mended and the leg 
was saved. The shock was great, though, and it left 
its effects upon the boy’s constitution. Of late there 
has come a return to health and vigor, and it is be- 
lieved all bad effects of the accident have been over- 
come. 

The change for the better in health has seemed to 
stimulate the desire to study and practice. There is 
less strain in acquiring proficiency on the physical 
side, and ideas flow more freely. Naturally, every- 
thing that comes into the young mind is not as fine 
as his prelude or requiem, but Mrs. Kessler urges 
her son to transcribe all his ideas for the practice it 
will give in writing. It will be easy enough later on 
to cull and revise Opus No. 1, but it would be sad to 
let something of real merit be lost because it was not 
put into written notes when the muse moved. 

Tests were made for the representative of the Post- 
‘Dispatch of John’s remarkable gift in the mat- 
ter of identifying chords and notes. His 
mother would play a certain combination and 
the boy. who was in another room, would 
immediately name the key and each note 
sounded. Many changes and shifts were made, 
but always with the same rapid and accurate 
response. On the observer, who saw the 
chords -played, the quick and correct answers 
had an almost uncanny effect. 


Later the young composer readily but mod- 
estly consented to play his three principal 
compositions. This he did in pleasing man- 
ner, and with commendable execution. There 
is marked contrast in the charming little 
works, and any of them was well worthy of 
place on the program of any recital pianist. 
There was real resource displayed in the Pre- 
lude, in which two simple themes are woven" 
through a series of beautiful chords, the 
changes being as easy and natural as if 
wrought by a skilled and veteran writer of

Louisa Frederici Cody, who was wooed and won 
in St. Louis, hearkens back to the time the 
soldier-boy paid her court on Chouteau ave- 
nue and of their early struggles in the West— 
How she entertained Lord and Lady Dunra- 
ven and how a feast was spoiled by thieving 
Pawnees — Desperate stratagem to escape 
hostile Sioux Indians ss $: :: 


OT far from the old French Market which up to about 
15 years ago stood in the middle of Broadway. just 
south of Chouteau Avenue, was where Louisa Frede- 
rici first met Private William Cody of the United 
States army, and then began an intensive courtship. 
with a 20-year-old soldier boy overlooking no oppor 
tunity to favorably impress the young Alsatian-Amer 
can girl, who was by no means indifferent to the charm and engaging 
manner of the lad who wore the uniform of fig country and awed 
her with the tales of Indians and the boundless possibilities of the 
Western country, Ke was then only Willie Cody; the fame and world 
wide travel were to come later. tut even then he had had som: 
expe ‘ence on the plains and he made the little St. Louis girl shudder 
as he told in a matter-of-fact way just how he was compelled, at the 
tender age of 11 years, to kill his first Indian, in order to savé him 
self. ‘the story of Buffalo Bill's courtship. his strugezlcs, achieve 
ments, triamphs and death are told in detail in a frank, unassuming 
way in a book just issued by D. Appleton & Co., 
showman’s widow in collaboration with 
Riley Cooper. 

Well up in years, Mrs. Cody is living at the old 
home at Cody, Neb., where she announces in plaintive 
ncte, in concluding her book, that she awaits the call 
from the “trail beyond’’ that will bring her in re- 
union with her husband and her daughters, Irma and 
Arta, the only children born of the union. When Irma 
died Mrs. Cody busied herself gathering the papers 
and diaries together, and has since been preparing the 
“Memories of Buffalo Bill,” the title under which her 
book has been issued. . 


In the opening chapter Mrs. Cody tells how she first 
met Buffalo Bill and the mortifying expericnce that 
was hers in connection with that preliminary meeting, 
all because hér cousin, William McDonald, who 
brought the young soldier to her home in what was 
then called Frenchtown, was addicted to practical 
joking. It was on May 1, 1865, she relates, that she 
was sitting in front of a grate fire, because there was 
still some chill in the air; when the cousin slipped in 
quietly with Willie Cody at his side. Then when she 
wasn't looking, McDonald made a motion as though 
he was going to pull her chair from under her. Whirl- 
ing around almost instantly, she aimed a slap at her 
fiiskvy kinsman. The rebuke landed al! right, but on 
the cheek of a young man in soldier raiment whom 
she had never before seen. The cousin had stepped 
aside quickly, and his young friend just behind him, 
and quite concealed until that instant, made vicarious 
atonement.

His 
first assignment was to furnish 
the necessary motive power to 
keep a wheelbarrow in operation; 
but He assured his girlish bride

in his barrow and struck out for Fort Ellsworth 
with his old friend, ‘“‘Wild Bill” Hickok, whom he 
had met on the way serving as a Government 
scout.

Her first experience in a new town “hotel,” with 
her husband away on a scouting trip, is described at 
some length.

its confines when the boilers gave way, and other parts 
were similarly congested. The officers were J. C. 
Mason, captain; George Cayton and Henry Ingraham, 
pilots; W. J. Gamble and W. S. Stratton, clerks; Wil- 
liam Rowberry, mate; Nathan Winlenger and Clem 
West, engineers and Henry Cross, steward. George 
Cayton, who was at the wheel and in charge of the boat 
when his pilot house was lifted into the river, was 
one of the few officers to escape with his life. It 
was thought for a time that the master of the craft 
was saved, and there was a rumor that he was staying 
in hiding to avoid the wrath of the soldiers who 
escaped with their lives, but this was not generally 
believed, and he was never found. 

For many months after the destruction of the Sul- 
tana the Government was busily engaged trying to get 
a record of the soldiers who were lost. Women and 
children who had not heard from husbands and fathers 
for a long while, poured letters into the offices at 
Washington to learn if their missing ones had been 
among the luckless soldiers on the Sultana. Nearly 
ali of these men had been in prisons jong before they 
could be exchanged, and were out of touch with their 
commands, as well as their families. Many were found 
in the hospitals at Memphis and satisfactory evidence 
was obtained in a number of other cases that the sol- 
diers sought had perished. 

St. Louis had comparatively few soldiers among the 
number, but notwithstanding this fact the levee was 
crowded for many days after the explosion by people 
who were trying to find missing relatives and had 
no way of knowing whether or not they were among 
the 2000 or more who were crowded on the boat at 
Vicksburg. All boats that came into the city from 
the South were met on their arrival by those who were 
eager to get additional tiding of the Sultana’s mishap.

claimed that an order issued by the Government a 
short time before the explosion was responsible in 
a large measure for the fact that so many who were 
thrown or jumped into the river were lost. On ac- 
count of a suspicion that the steamers might be tam- 
pered with en route an order was issued which de- 
stroyed nearly all the small boats owned by the peo- 
ple living close to the river on both the Tennessee 
and Arkansas sides. When the boat was seen in flames 
und the™screams for help went up, the people who 
hastened to the waterside were unable to get close 
enough to render aid. There was one unknown hero 
however, who, it appears, had concealed his boat in 
an Arkansas swamp, and when the flames lighted the 
sky he pushed out into the current and brought 47 
half-drowned men ashore. 

Very few of the rivermen who were active at the 
time of the Sultana’s destructiow are still living. 
Among their number are Capt. Charles B. Ziegler, 
master of the municipal steamer Erastus Wells, and 
James Donohue, a pilot who is probably ‘the oldest 
member of the St. Louis organization. This veteran, 
it is said, survived three of the notable river disasters. 

Though he was a very young man at the time the 
Sultana’s boilers let go with the record loss of life. 
Capt. Ziegler was one of the pilots on his father‘s boat, 
the Belle St. Louis, which ran regularly in 1865 be- 
tween St. Louis and Memphis. “I am not surprised,” 
he says, “that some of the wreckage of the old Sultana 
has come to view, as the river down there has been 
making new cuts for some time. The night of that 
awful disaster | can recall very vividly, as we were 
oh Our Way to Memphis and were at Randolph, just 
60 miles above, when he got the news. My father, 
Capt. Alexander Ziegler, ordered us ahead at once and 
we made quick time to the scene, but there was little 
in sight but the sunken hull. When we made Vemphis

“The master of the Sultana was Capt. Cass Mason, 
who was known all along the river as a good navi- 
gator and his boat was considered fast and dependable.

some distance with his wheelhouse. On the up trip 
from Memphis about a week or so after the catastro- 


phe we carried 350 of the survivors as far as Cairo, 
where they took trains for their homes. They were all 
affected by their experience and when they came on our 
boat they settled down and moved about very little on 


. the trip. 


“When the steamer blew up she was in the center 
uf the river, only a short distance above Memphis, near 
a group of small islands known as ‘Paddy’s Hen and 
Chickens.’ After the shock »sshe drifted over to the 
Arkansas side and though part of the wreck was visi- 
ble for a fime, the river, after repeated floods, took 
another turn and piled up tons of earth and sand, cov- 
ering her completely. About 25 years ago a river 
friend showed me a cane which he said was cut from 
a tree that had grown out of the wreck,” 


While the search was in progress for the bodies the 
last ceremonials attending the burial of President 
Lincoln were being enacted at Springfield, 1/]., and 
some of the Congressmen who were detailed to investi- 
gate the disaster came from that city to St. Louis to 
take a boat for Memphis.
